Lansing, Mar. 29 (TP)— The house 
* of representatives, after a stormy 
tw o -h o u r debate, today defeated 
a joint resolution proposing a con­ 
stitutional am endm ent to b ar from 
public office forever any govern­ 
m ental official convicted of re­ 
ceiving or offering a bribe. 
The 
resolution, 
how ever, 
was 
tabled 
an d will be 
considered 
later. 
It lacked four votes of the 
tw o -th ird s m ajority necessary to 
pass. 
T he vote was 63 in favor 
of the resolution, 29 against it.
